Police Asks 
Drivers To 


Check License 


All drivers in East Jordan are 
advised by Police Chief Harry 
Simmons to take a careful look at 
the expiration dates on their dri- 
ver’s licenses. 

A new law, which takes effect 
this month, will: change renewal 
time for virtually every Michigan 
driver. Basic idéa of. new legisla- 
tion, which is expected to greatly 
reduce loss of life and property 
from traffic accidents, is to make 
sure all people who hold licenses 
are qualified drivers. It sets: up 
strict testing for new- applicants 
and a central file at Lansing 
where all moving violations and 
accidents will be marked on* dri- 
ver records. ; 

It also provides that, hence- 
forth, licenses will expire at 
three year intervals on the date 
of the driver’s birthday. ; 

Chief Simmons said that it may 
take several years for all aspects 
of the new law to become éffect- 
ive but.that the expiration provis-. 
ions will be compiled with immed- 
jiately. : ; 

Changing to the new system 
will give some- people more than 
three years under their present 
licenses; will allow less for others 
said Chief Simmons. The rule 
works like this: Your license ex- 
pires on your birthday in the 
same year that it is already mark- 
ed for expiration. | 

Admittedly this will cause 
difficulty -until everyone has a 
license under the new system. 
Chief Simmons warned that a 
driver whose birthday occurs 
after the expiration date on his 
license might have trouble in 
other states where policemen 
are not familiar with Michi- 
gan’s situation. He. urged dri- 
vers in this catagory to come to 
his office where he can mark 
the new expiration date in ink 
to conform with the birthday 
and sign the change. ;

New Use Tax 


The ‘state now is taking used} 


car sales tax no matter where the 
purchase is made. 
If you buy the car from anyone 


who is not a licensed dealer, you} 


will pay a three per cent use tax 
figured at three percent of the 
amount you pay for the car. . 

This is something new, a law 
passed by the 1953 -state legisla- 
ture. 

The East Jordan man collecting 
such taxes.is Bob Strehl, local 
manager of the Secretary of 
State’s license bureau. | 

Strehl reports that both taxes 
are collected by him at the time 
transfer of title is applied for. He 
explains that if you purchase a 
used car from anyone who is not 
a dealer that the use tax is a new 
tax and that under the law trans- 
fer of title and license plate can- 
not be made until the tax is paid. 

Cars involved in a trade when 
no actual money is exchanged 
are-sales under the new law. You 
must pay three per cent use tax 
on each car involved in.a trade- 
in deal.

Population for Emmet county is given as 16, 534; 
and Charlevoix.county, 13,475. There are 3,059 more 
people in Emmet than Charlevoix county. 


The state collected nearly three times the tax in 
Emmet than Charlevoix county during June from 
sale of automobiles; nearly three times as much for 
clothes and more than twice as much for furniture. . 


But tax collected on food sales was only $2,000 
more than in Charlevoix county. 


Which means people in Emmet county are just 
about starving themselves to death to make big auto- 
mobile, clothes and furniture purchases; or people 
outside Emmet county are spending their food money 
at home and making major purchases in Emmet 
county.

EAST JORDAN HELPS 

In the past the funds have 
been contributed most gener- 
ously by the boards of super- 
visors of Charlevoix, Cheboy- 
gan and Emmet Counties; the 
City Council of Petoskey; the 
boards of education of Boyne 
City, Charlevoix, Cheboygan 
(both city and county), East 
Jordan, Harbor Springs, Petos- 
key and Pellston; and _ the 
Burns Foundation. Although 
there have been contributions 
from interested individuals, 
these have not been solicited 
since the initial drive to get 
the clinic started on a sound 
basis. : 

For the first time 1n the clinic’s 
short history the staff is complete. 
It consists of: Henry G. Zimmer- 
man, Director; Robert Gillespie, 
Psychiatrie Social Worker; Lu- 
rene Warren, Clinical Psycholo- 
gist; and Paul H. Jordan, M. D., 
Psychiatric Consultant. They 
work together as a team to meet 
the needs of Charlevoix, Cheboy- 
gran, and Emmet Counties, and 
are in the process of expanding to

1200 INTERVIEWS 

The Petoskey clinic is one of 
14 such child guidance clinics es- 
tablished throughout the state 
where children with problems 
may receive psychiatric, psycholo- 
gic, social, and educational as- 
sistance. Last year almost 200 
children and their parents were 
seen for a total of approximately 
1200 interviews at this clinic. In 
addition to this service the staff 
spoke to 42 different meetings 
explaining the purpose and func- 
tion of the clinic. 

It is sometimes difficult to 

measure. the success of the 
work done with individual chil- 
dren but many fine expressions 
of appreciation and gratitude 
have been given the staff by 
grateful parents, teachers, 
school superintendents and oth- 
ers interested in the health and 
happiness of children. 
- During the past year an inno- 
vation was started by the Petos- 
key Clinic which is of particular 
to Charlevoix County. 
Part of the staff is spending a 
day a week in Charlevoix to bet- 
ter meet the needs of this area. 
At the first, space was generous- 
ly donated in the City Hall, and 
when it became necessary to make 
use of these offices for city gov- 
ernmental officials, the city 
schools made rooms available. 
Whether or not this service con- 
tinues on its present basis is en- 
tirely dependent on the extent to 
which it is used. 

Any child enrolled in school (or 
not more than. 16 years of age if 
not in school) is eligible for clinic 
service. All that is necessary is to

What are Michigan farmers now paying for hired 
help? We contacted 721 farm operators throughout 
the state, and here’s what we found out. 

While 77 percent of the operators hired labor in 
‘addition to that furnished by their own familes, only 
40 per cent of these farmers paid total wages amount- 
ing to more than $200 a year. Of those farmers paying 
at least $200 a year or more for non-migrant labor, 
about one-half hired on the hourly basis. About one- 
third hired by the month. The remaining hired by the 
day or week. an : 

Of those farmers who hired by the month, about 
twice as many paid a-cash wage, and provided a 
house and extras, as those who paid cash and furnish- 
ed only board and room, or a house and no extras. 
The dollar-value placed on the extras by farmers av- 
eraged $31.42 per month. 

The items most commonly provided in addition to 
a house and a cash wage were as follows: 93 percent 
furnshed milk ; 68 percent some meat; 46 percent fuel 
12 percent lights and fuel; 29 percent eggs and 17 
percent a cash bonus. The amounts of farm produce 
most commonly reported as being provided were a- 
bout 200 pounds of beef and pork, 4 quarts of milk 
daily, and two dozen eggs per week. 

Forty-three percent of the farmers who gave a bon- 
us in addition to a monthly wage based it on 3 to 6 
percent of the monthly milk check. Other’ bonuses 
were paid in lump sum at the end of the year. Twenty 
eight percent of these were figured at 3 to 5 percent 
of ne net income—while the others were given out- 
right. 

The most common basis of hiring labor in all dis- 
tricts of the state was by the hour. Of the farmers who 
hired on this basis, eighty-one percent paid only cash 
—while 19 percent, in addition to cash, provided 
board which usually consisted of a noon meal. 


Monthly cash wage rates varied from $100 to $300} 


and averaged $172.78 for the state as a whole. Hour- 
ly rates varied from 75 cents to $1.75 and averaged 
$1.00 —Karl A. Vary, MSC.

In 1952, early 
potatoes were in short supply to 
make a good summer market and 
aid the fall potato price; this year 
there has been a plentiful supply 
of both early and summer pota- 
toes to affect the price tag.

aot ORDINANCE TO. AMEND SECTION 5 OF ORDINANCE NO. 
RDAN ADOPTE 
1953, ENTITLED: ; ss ‘ Oe a 


“AN ORDINANE PLACING THE SEWAGE: DISPOSAL 
SYSTEM OF THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN ON A PUBLIC _. 
‘UTILITY BASIS; PROVIDING FOR THE FIXING AND 
COLLECTION OF SEWAGE DISPOSAL RATES AND THE 
DISPOSITION OF REVENUES RESULTING FROM THE 
* COLLECTION OF SUCH-RATES.” . 


THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Section 5 of Ordinance No. 83 of the City of East 
Jordan adopted on September 15, 1953, be amended to.. provide 
as follows: : a 

Section 5. The sewage disposal rates hereinbefore established 
shall become effective on and after October 1, 1953, and the revenues 
of the Sewage Disposal System derived from the collection of such 
rates are hereby ordered to be set aside as collected in the State 
Bank of East Jordan, Michigan, in a separate depositary fund to be 
designated SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM RECEIVING FUND 
(hereinafter referred to as the Receiving Fund), and the revenues in 
said Fund are pledged for the purpose of the following funds, and: 


ner and at the times hereinafter specified: 


; (a) Out of the revenues in the Receiving Fund, there shall be 
first set aside, quarterly, into a separate depositary fund designated 
OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE FUND, a sum sufficient to pro- 
vide for the payment of the next quarter’s current expenses of ad- 
ministration and operation of the System, and such current expenses 
for the maintenance thereof as may be necessary to preserve the 
same in good repair and working order. . 

A budget, showing in detail the estimated costs of administration, 
operation and maintenance of the System for the next ensuing fiscal 
year, shall be prepared by the Water Commissioner of the City at 
least thirty (30) days prior to May 1st of each year, which budget | 
shall be approved by the City Council. The amounts transferred into — 
the Operation and Maintenance Fund during each year shall not ex- 
ceed the amount set forth in said budget, unless approved: by a two- 
thirds. (2/8) vote of the City Council. , ; oe 

(b) . There shall next be established and maintained a separate 
depositary account designated: as the REPLACEMENT AND. IM- 
PROVEMENT FUND, which shall be used solely for the purpose. of 
making major repairs and replacements to the system for which 
funds in the Operation and Maintenance Fund are not available or 
sufficient and for the purpose of making improvements to the sys- 
tem. There shall be deposited into said account in quarterly install- 
ments, after providing for all requirements of the Operation and 
Maintenance Fund, the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars in 
each of the operating years beginning May 1, 1954.to and ‘including 
the. operating year beginning May 1, 1958. Said Replacement and 
Improvement Fund shall be established in the full amount of. Five 
Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, not later than. the. end of the operating 
year beginning May 1, 1958. If, at any time, it shall be necessary to 
use moneys in said Fund for the purpose for which it was established, 
the moneys so used shall be replaced from the net revenues in the 
Receiving Fund which are not required by this Ordinance to be used 
in the Operation and Maintenance Fund. ; . 

(ec) | Out of the revenues remaining in the Receiving Fund after 
provision has been made for expenses of operation and maintenance 
of the System, and for the Replacement and Improvement Fund, 
there shall next be set aside, quarterly, into the DEBT RETIREMENT 
FUND of the City, all the remaining revenues of the System, the mon- 
eys so set aside-into said fund te be allocated and set aside on the 
books and records of the City, and used and. applied solely and only 
for ‘the payment of the principal of and interest on the General. Ob- 
ligation Sewage Disposal System bonds in the aggregate principal 
amount of One Hundred Ninety Three Thousand ($193,000.00). Dol- 
lars referred to in the preamble hereto. 

Section 2. If any section, paragraph, clause or provision of this 
Ordinance shall be held invalid, the invalidity of such section, para- 
graph, clause or provision shall not affect any of the other provisions 
of this Ordinance. aes 

Section 3. All ordinances, resolutions or orders, or parts thereof; 
in conflict with the provisions of this Ordinance are to the extent of 
such conflict hereby repealed. Bee ay aid ; 

Section 4. This Ordinance shall be published in full in the East 
Jordan News Herald, a newspaper of general circulation in the City 
of East Jordan qualified under State law to publish legal notices, with- 
in ten (10) days after its passage. ; 

Section 5, . This Ordinance becomes effective at the expiration of 
ten (10) days after publication thereof, ; Rhee Pace
